GIVING GOV. 


DOUCLAS SOME WORRY. 


There Is keen rivalry among the cm- 


balniers of all the cities and towns of 
any considerable size throughout 
the 
slate, for a position on the board of 
registration of embalming, which Is to 
be established in this state through the 
passage of an act by' the last legisla- 
ture, approved by Gov. Douglas on May 
26. This att makes It compulsory for 
all persons at present ensaged In or 
desiring to engage In.the embalming 
of human dead bodies to be registered 
with the mate board. 
The board Is to be appointed by the 


governor, and will consist of "three 
skilled embalmers, resident in the com- 
monwealth, who have had five years of 
practical experience in the embalming 
of human dead bodies." They may be 
appointed any time before Oct. 1 next. 
! on which day they will take office. One 
• will be appointed for one year, one for 
; two years and one for three years, and 
J the governor Khali appoint 
hereafter 
'one skilled embalmer annually, before 
; each Oct. 1, to hold office 
for three 


years. 


Gov. Douglas has not yet named any 


of the men he wIU appoint to the board, 
and Mr. Buchanan, his secretary, says 
thai-hundreds arc looking for the posl. 
tlons. A position on the board carries 
with It a nominal salary of »100 a year 
•and each member la allowed-all neces- 
sary expenses Incurred In travelllnK to 
attend the meetings of the board. The 
board Is required-to hold three meet- 
Ings a year, on tho first Tuesdays In 
January, May and October, and addi- 
tional, meetings at • such 
times and 


places as the members may determine 
The law goes into full effect on Jan 
1. 190S.

Rub every morning with a coarse 


towel then go quickly over the body 
with cold water, adding salt for Its 
stimulating effects, then rub until dry 
and the color Is good. 
If not accus- 


tomed to the use of cold water, begin 
with tepid water nnd make It one de- 
gree colder every other day until able 
to use It as cold as it will run from the 
faucet.- If there Is a feeling of chilli- 
ness after the bath and rub are over, 
It Is better to use tepid water or water 
that has been standing In the tub over 
night. This takes the edge off. Very 
thin people should not sponge with cold 
water for any length 
of time, and 


feeble people should simply.dry 
rub. 


Water need not be used In this way 
over one minute to gain the desired 
end—a skin that will react promptly to 
varyingtcmperatures. This Is one of the 
preventives of taking cold. Water used 
In this way Is not applied to steal body 
heat, but to stimulate nervous force. 
One hot tub bath a week may be tak- 
en. 5 minutes long, using soap. 
Peo- 


ple who frequently Indulge in hot baths 
become sensitive to exposure and are 
debilitated by so doing. Every one 
should do his own rubbing or groom 
Ing i.' possible, It stimulates pride In 
one's person and is a good form 01 
exercise. 
, . 
While dressing In the morning It Is a 


good plnn to stand 
before 
a window 


where fresh air Is pouring In and take 
deep breaths while doing the following 


• exercises: 
(1) Stand erect, chest out, 


head up, hands at the sides.. breathe 
through the nose. 
Inspire slowly, be- 


ginning down In the stomach. 
While 


breathing In. raise tho arms from the 
sides to the horizontal, hold the breath, 
then lower the, arms slowly, breathing 
out. 
Force- what remaining air there 


Is In the lunss out by expiring sharply 
at tho very last, and help this along by 
putting the hands on the ribs on both 
sides pressing in. 
(2> Repeat this 
ex-, 


erclsc. carrying the arms up over the head 
and then back to the sides. 
(3) Stretch 


the arms out In front, letting the back of 
the hands touch each other: then while 
taking a stroke as In swimming, breathe 
In. the hands Anally meeting behind the 
back, low down. Bring tho arms forward 
again while breathing out. 
«) When 


out on the street where the arms cannot 
be very *afcly rrtoved about, roll the 
shoulders back by repeated hltcheSj at tho 
same time expanding the chest by filling 
the lungs to their fullest capacity. 
Then 


let the shoulers fall forward as the air 
Is expired. 
This habit, persisted In. 


win develop a good chest under a but- 
toned coat and keep the lungs up to their 
working capacity. 
When standing on a 


street corner In winter, waiting, prac- 
tice this form of breathing. 
It will pre. 


vent the chllj which Is so often tho sig- 
nal of a beginning cold. 


Sit In a room where the sun shines 


when In the house and be sure It Is 
well ventilated. Have a thermometer 
In the living room that the temperature 
may ho known, and make It regular 
business to look at It. Do not sit In a 
room where the temperature is'above 
US. degrees In winter. 
If the feet 
or 


hands or other parts of the body set 
cold, do not warm them over a hot 
move, or over n hole In the floor where 
the heat lit coming up, or by using a 
hot water bag, but do some simple ex- 
ercises that will start up the circula- 
tion, or better still, whip the feet, or 
other parts of the body with the stock- 
incs and underclothes on. using a 


he«vy muicta beater '(for wile by drtiR 
glsti) or UJf a leather (trap. 
This 


sort of treatment Improve* the clrcuU- 
tlon In the tikln, und If ptralalcd In will 
cure damp cold feet and halids; they 
will become hnbitunlly dry and worm.

opened, hut do not sleep In a draught.

Sleep In n oold room 
In winter and arrange to Bleep In one- 
where the sun has been shining during 
the day If possible. Two hours of Bleep 
before midnight are worth as much as 
tho balance of the night.

Women to Commemorate 


Flag Day at Portland 


O 


r tho programme ot days for 
special 
observance at 
the 


Lewis and Clark exposition. 
In 1'ortland. Ore., tho patriot- 


ic management placed Flag day, June 
14. It Is just 128 years this June 11 
since congress officially adopted the 
stars and stripes as our republic's em- 
blem, 
although 
over 
Washington's 


headquarters In the patriot army there 
had floated for a year the banner de- 
signed and fashioned by lletsy Hoss. 
first official Hagmaker to the United 
States of America. 


It was a graceful act to place the cel- 


ebration of Flag day at 1'ortland largely 
In tho hands of the Daughters of th 
American Revolution. No organization 
In America Is at once more patriotic 
and more decorative, not to say mor, 
ornamental. At the very llrst reception 
given to the Daughters, the ono which 
stamped them with tho social seal of 
approval, the national banner played a 
spectacular part. 
Beautiful American 


Hags adorned from top to bottom the 
Washington homo of the hostess on 
that occasion. Mrs. W. D. Cabell. This 
first reception to the Daughters was on 
Fob. 22, 1891. It was during the Harri- 
son administration, and the president's 
wife herself stood within the entrance 
to the spacious rooms and received tho 
members of the society. The ladles 
passed between lines of guards dressed 
like tho "old Continentals." In buff and 
blue. 


Mrs. Benjamin Harrison herself was 


one of the Incorporators and the first 
president general of tho society thus 
brilliantly launched. 
Among tho his- 


toric names of other incorporators \vas 
that of Kugcnla Washington, a lineal 
descendant of the family to 
which 


George Washington belonged. Numer- 
ous individuals of the Washington 
name and blood still reside in the vi- 
cinity of Charlestown, W. Va. 


The subtle yet thorough revenge 


.that fato sometimes brings about is to 
be traced In the history and present 
wide influence ol the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Like the famous 
Sorosls club, the society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution owes 
•its .existence to a bitter snub adminis- 
tered to womanhood by men. For many 
years there has been an organization 
called the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, though It Is now almost obscur- 
ed by the greater effulgence of tho 
Daughters. 


In April, 1890, tho Sons of the Amcr 


lean Revolution held a convention In 
Louisville. Naturally the women de- 
scendants of the Revolutionary fathers 
considered they also had a right to bo- 
long to a patriotic organization found- 
ed only on- the fact of- such descent 
They wished nnd expected to hecomo 
members or the men's society. In high 
conclave tho Sons thrashed 'the qtics- 
tlon out and nt length voted to exclude

olutlon. .

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John Weaver, Philadelphia's Unique Chief Executive; 


A Man Who Refuses to Be Bound by Political Ties 


HE r Of tilt outburst of 


popular Indignation In 
rhltadclplita was In-

Brl^My stated, the facts arc as fol- 


lowa: The United Gas Improvement 
company holdn n thirty year lease of 
lh»> Philadelphia ga.s works. According 
to the agreement, this leas« may be ter- 
minated by the city In 1907. but ft In- 
volves the payment of JliO.OOO.QOO, The 
municipal authorities/, represented by 
the city councils and tho department 
olllclals, maintain that tho enforced 
payment of thin largo sum would'result, 
In tlnanctal hardship to the city. Claim* 
ins that the city needs•• $45,000,000 to 
meet Immediate expenses and that It 
has a borrowing: Capacity of(only $15,- 
000.000, the municipal authorities mado 
a new lease with tho United Gas Im- 
provement company to run seventy-live 
years. 
The consideration named is 


$25.000.000. to be paid In three yeara. 


To further the working of this scheme 


a syndicate of-Now York capitalists of- 
fered to loan tho city $20.000.000 nt 6 
per cont to take up the old gas lease, 
to advance $25,000,000 more within tlvo 
years, to reduce the price of gas to SO 
cents per thousand and to share profits 
with the city, one-third for ten years 
and one-half for sixty-five. This Is the 
comprehensive plan which the- councils 
favored and the citizens repudiated. 
This Is the scheme which John Weaver, 
the mayor of Philadelphia, pronounced 
fraudulent and declared that ho would 
never be a party to its adoption and, 
furthermore, that ho Intended to do his 
utmost to defeat It, which he did subsu- 
quently. 


The chief executive of Philadelphia Is 


today one of the most picturesque and 
Interesting personalities In American 
politics, lie enjoys tho distinction of 
being the tlrst KngllHh born citizen to 
be elected to the mayoralty of a great 
American city. A quarter of a century 
ago. then a rosy checked Devonshire lad 
of sixteen, John Weaver trod- sturdily 
down the Rang plank of the ship which 
brought him to America. 
He was a 


stranger In a strange land, but he was 
honest lind courageous.. There was no 
one to' welcome him with open arms, 
-nor had there been any leave taking 
when he left his native country. Dick 
Whlttlngton ran away from London 
only to turn back and become Its lord 
mayor: John Weaver- had run away 
from England to become mayor of Phil- 
adelphia. 


His father wanted him to.remain In 


Devonshire and perpetuate the family 
avocation of market gardening. John 
expressed a desire to seek fortune else- 
where, but hit/father saw no good out 
of England and very little outside of 
Devonshire. The lad persisted, and the 
parent lost his temper. • Before the re- 
action arrived the boy slipped a way 
Quietly to Liverpool nnd topk steerage 
passage on a liner. When he had paid 
for his ticket he had not enough re- 
maining of the money ho had accumu- 
lated in Devonshire to occasion him tho 
slightest worry. 


Although he was penniless, ho was by 


no means destitute, nnd ho was not nt 
all dismayed when he paused to take 
stock of his most avaftable assets. He 
was honest and willing, and lie knew it. 
He had a clean, truthful face and the 
bearing of a gentleman", nnd ho proba- 
bly knew that also. These heaven sent 
blessings served him admjrably. They 
made such a favorable impression on 
one of his fellow travelers that he vol- 
unteered to see that the bright faced 
Devonshire lad was given a chance. He 
took him to Philadelphia and gave him 


a shelter until ho \\i\n abtt* to pci'tiro it 
foothold In his adopted countty. 


It wan n struggle at HIM. Mr. \\Va\vr

As mayor 
of Philadelphia hi> receives a .^alary of 
$12,000 a year, but ho unstiivil tin- young 
men at hi* lecture that tho latter sum 
seemed paltry nnd sadly Inadequate 
when he remembered the spirit of finan- 
ial Independence which animated him 
hen hu Ilrwt p'altieud that he was 


worth a dollar a tlay. In iho Intervals 
he applied himself diligently to tbo 
study of shorthand, that stepping stone 
In the upward caveVis of so-iminy suc- 
cessful men. 
He MMJM became so ex- 


pert at recording dietatlun that hu \vas 
able to find n position In an attorney's 
office. 
This change enabled him to 


gratify n long cheil.sheii ambition—he 
might now IIPK.II thu »tudy uf law, 
which he had always Intended to do. 


llefore being admitted to tho bar Mr. 


Weaver was law stenographer and re- 
corder of tho Philadelphia J*u\' acade- 
my, of which he subsequently became 
successively treasurer, vleo president 
and president. When ho was admitted 
to the bar ho became attached to tho 
otlico of tho corporation counsel nnd at 
once entered upon a life of yeoman 
service. He soon secured a reputation 
as an untiring party worker, and his 
diligence and devotion to party Inter- 
ests hud its speedy reward. Once more- 
opportunity rapped at his door when 
tho Republican leaders of iho Quaker 
City, almost In despair over tho OHIl- 
culty of securing a candidate acceptable 
to all wings of the party, werb search- 
ing In the political market place, for a 
man whom thoy could trust Implicitly 
In the olllce of district attorney. At 
such a time the personality of the rug- 
ged and fearless young Kngllyhman who 
had toiled In tho law ofilcts every week- 
day and taken volumes of dictation 
without betraying a sifWi of fatigue or 
demanding a word of explanation caine 
Into prominence.

John Weaver?" Homebody ventured. 


.Why not, indeed?. Tho voters of all 


political creeds 
were 
demanding a 


change. Affairs In the district attor- 
ney's office were being conducted to 
suit no man, but opposition lo reform 
was well Intrenched, and its henchmen 
began to imk satirically, "Who Is John 
Weaver?" Tho moment had arrived fur 
John Weaver to show them who he was, 
and he did It. In one uf the most fierce- 
ly contested campaigns ever fought In 
the City of Brotherly Love John Wea- 
ver triuinphed. It Is a fact, however, 
that at the time of MH nomination he 
was practically unknown In tho clly of 
his adoption. 
Hfu life had been so-de- 


voted to securing a foothold that he had 
not found time to cultivate political ac- 
quaintances. When his nomination was 
announced (n the papers there were no 
accompanying sketches throwing*! light 
upon his personality. In a day all tho 
Journalistic sleuths In' the city were In 
search of John Weaver. 
When they 


found him they were not made much 
tho wiser; he was exceedingly agree- 
able In his manner, but ho had little to 
communicate beyond the fact that ho 
had a tolerably exacting1 law practice 
and on Sundays taught a Bible class in 
the TJoga Baptist church. 


Tho first definite personal charge

the outside world hns 
come into possession 
of the evidence which 
establishes' the 
fact 


that In Yokosuka Ja- 
pan has a second Gi- 
braltar. This informa- 


tion has not leaked out from any source 
within the empire. The Japanese Jour- 
nals have always spoken of, Yokosuka 
as a popular seaside rcsortl a suburban 
retreat to which the thrifty Yokohama 
citizen and his family might repair at 
the close of the fervid midsummer day 
and take a refreshing dip in the surf. 


American visitors to the Island king- 


dom have had much to say of Yokosuka 
—of its charming villas nnd gardens 
reaching to the very water's edge, its 
superior bathing facilities, its swarms 
of happy children, its donkey carts nnd 
its thousand and one novel amusements, 
but not one of them has ever mention- 
ed the fact that this same fascinating 
Yokosuka Is probably the most for- 
midable stronghold in the world. 


This exploitation of Yokosuka as 


resort and obscuration as a fortress 
have nol been intentional on the part of 
the delighted foreign tourist, but they 
have been entirely so on tho part of tho 
Japanese government. 
The foreigner's 


. gratified sense of the dainty complete- 
ness of the seaside town has been so 
(^grossing that he has had no dlsposl 
lion to advance beyond that feature. 
Nor could he have done so If he would. 
Yokosuka never once lost her smile 
while he lingered In her gracious pres- 
ence. 
Everything she did made for 


peace and the Joy of living. Every re 
minder of war was concealed with tho 
marvelous Ingenuity known only to tho 
Japanese. 


Just recently, however, Yokosuka's 


ever smiling mask hns been penetrated. 
A spy In the employ of tho Russian nd- 


. mlrnlty his furnished his government 


with a more or less accurate plan of n 
fortified system so complete In Its ar- 
rangement nnd so,comprehensive In Its 
design that tho St. Petersburg naval 
dignitaries were stupefied with amaze- 
ment nnd concern for the nnfe(y of tho 
only remaining ilontlng nrmnmont It 


Tho fearless man who

made the discovery Is a former newspa- 
per reporter who recently visited Japan 
In tho disguise of nn*Amcrlcan tourist. 
He sneaks English without on accent, 
nnd for several months previous to his 
daring feat ho resided In San Francisco 
and made a careful ntudy of American 
mannerisms and 
tricks of speech. 


Whlln In California he mado. tho nc- 
nunlntnncc of several young Japanese 
merchants doing business In San Fran- 
cisco nnd look poasagb with somo of 
them who wero returning to Japan to 
purchase goods. 


On tho voyage he cultivated this ac- 


quaintance until In ono or two In- 
stances it ripened Into Intimacy. 
Ho 


did not hesitate to avail hiniKClf of this 
friendship In order lo seetiro accurate 
Information. Much of the Information 
thus obtained wan verified Kiibacquemly 
by actual observation. . He discovered 
that tho Urtign channel, the gateway to 
thn hay of Tokyo, on which Yokohama 
Is nltii.itcil.il practically closed lo reg- 
ular nnvlgallon except for n channel 
thirty or forty yards In width In the 
center, through which vessels nro pilot- 


ed with Infinite p:illence nnd skill. This 
entrance Is literally planted with mines. 
According to nn expressive Japanese 
statement, "tho harbor In full of evil," 


The. spy declared In his report to tho 


nusslnn admlr.il'y that It was a Inhor 
of hours und of Iho most hicredlhlo dif- 
ficulty for Hm nteamer on which lie was 
a .passenger to inako Iho Iwelve miles 
helwcen tho entrance of the channel 
nnd tho city.

An American merchant In 


Tokyo who had been In Yokosukn. a 
dozen times confessed lhat ho had 
heard rtimorn of the fortlflcatlonn there, 
but admitted that ho had never seen 
anything of-them. The Uusslnn was 
determined to seo for himself whether 
or not his Japanese steamer friends hud 
misled him. 


Ho saw nothing simpletons looking 


except a preponderance of marines. An- 
other rather suggcatlvo feature that at- 
tracted his attention was tho number 
of signs In nil publlu places forbidding 
tho uso of tho camera. Ho discovered 
thai iho place was provided with lin- 
mcnso dry docks, a great arsenal and a 
school for naval gunnery; hut, scan tho 
landscape as ho would, he could locate 
no fortlficallona.

est and Importance—the strange-fact that In this greatest republic of earth 
iess effective attention Is-given to securing Just and Important railway service. 
In the public Interest than in any other country—monarchy, aristocracy or re- 
public—the reason being that our government, and ours alone. Is dominated 
by private Industrial Interests bocausethc people have no 
effective control 


5ver the government. 


Whether Mr. Parsons It right as to the cause of neglecting public 


nterests in railway sen-Ice, we are not prepared to say but that it Is so ne- 
tlected there are abundant proofs. What stronger argument can be adduced 
n favor of regulating railroad rates? After this regulation Is In force there 
night come another sort of regulation that would Rfford greater security for 
:he traveling public and greater, protection against accidents arising from 
blunders of ill kinds by employes and managers alike-

A FEW SIMPLE EXPEDIENTS TO 


COMFORT AND WELL-BEING.

Rub every morning with a coarse 


towel then go quickly over the body 
with cold water, adding salt 
for Its 


stimulating effects, then rub until dr> 
and the color Is good. 
If not accus 


tomcd to the use of cold water, begin 
with tepid water and mako It one de- 
gree colder every other day until able 
to UPC It as cold as It will run from the 
faucet. 
If there Is a feeling of chilli- 


ness after the bath and nib are over 
It Is better to use tepid water or water 
that has been standing In the tub over 
night. This takes the edge off. Very 
thin people should not sponge with colt 
water for any length 
of 
time, and 


feeble people should simply dry rub 
•Water need not be used In this way 
over one minute to gain the 
desired 


end—n skin that will react promptly to 
varylngtcmperatures. This Is ono of the 
preventives of taking cold. Water used 
In this way Is not applied to steal body 
heat, but to stimulate nervous force. 
One hot tub bath a wtek may be tak- 
en. B minutes long, using soap. 
Peo- 


plo who frequently Indulge In hot baths 
become sensitive to exposure and are 
debilitated by so doing. Every one 
should do his own rubbing or groom 
Ing i'.' possible. It stimulates pride In 
one's person and is a good form of 
exercise.

While drejsing In the morning It Is a 


good pton to stand 
before a window 


where fresh air Is pouring In find take 
deep breaths while doing the following 
exercises: 
(1) Stand erect, chest out. 


head up. hands at the sides, 
breathe 


through the nose. 
Inspire slowly, be 


ginning down In the stomach. 
While 


breathing In. raise the arms from the 
sides to tho horizontal, hold the breath, 
then lower the arms ilowly. breathing 
out. 
Force what remaining air there 


Is In the lungs out by expiring sharply 
At the very last, and help this along by 
putting the hands on the ribs on both 
sides pressing In. 
(2) Repeat this 
ex- 


erolsc. carrying the arms up over th,e head 
and then back to the sides. 
(3) Stretch 


the arms out In front, letting the back of 
the hands touch each other; then while 
taking a stroke as In swimming, breathe 
In. tho hands finally meeting behind the 
back, low down. Bring the arms forward 
again while breathing out. 
(4) When 


out on the street where the arms cannot 
be very safely moved about, roll the 
shoulders back by repeated hitches, at the 
same time expanding the chest by filling 
the lungs to their fullest capacity. Then 
let the shoulers fall forward as the air 
Is expired. 
This habit, persisted in. 


will develop a good chest under a but- 
toned coat and keep the lungs "up to their 
working capacity. 
When standing on a 


street corner In winter, waiting, prac- 
tice this form of breathing. 
It will Tire- 


vent tho chill which Is so often the s-lg- 
nal of a beginning cold. 


Sit In a room where the sun shines 


when In the house and be sure It Is 
well ventilated. Have a thermometer 
In the living room that the temperature 
may be known, and make It regular 
business to look at It. Do'not sit In a 
room where the-tcmpcraturc Is above 
r.S degree* In winter. If the feet 
or 


hands or other parts of tho body get 
cold, do not warm them over a hot 
stove, or over a holt In tho door where 
tho heat Is coming up. or by using a 
hot writer bag, but do some simple ex- 
ercises that will start up the circula- 
tion, or better still, whip the feet or 
other parts of the body with the stock- 
Ines and underclothes on, using a 


heavy muicl* belter (for wile by drur 
Klttt) or use a leather »lr*p. 
Thli 


sort of treatment Improves the circula- 
tion In the (kin. and If perilled In will 
cure damp rold feet and Imndu; they 
will becomp huMtunlly dry nnd warm. 
Such will never be the caee If Ijio une 
of artllld.il heat Is perMsied In. Heat 
only nerves to weaken the nerves thnt 
determine the condition of 
the akin, 


and 
i>o makes muttoiH worse. 
One 


good way to tone up the circulation In 
the hands nnd feet Is to put them In 
cold water just before 'retiring for a 
minute- er two, or until tlu>y begin to 
ache, only covering iho notes of the 
feet at first, hut Dually 
standing 
or 


walking In the water leg deep; then 
rub the feet or hands briskly. If the 
feet are Mill cold after being rubbed, 
do not warm them artificially, hut gelt 
Into bed and wrap them In 
flannel; 


they will soon thaw out. 


Sleep In a room with tht> windows 


opened, but do not sleep In n draught. 
Make *ome arrangement of the furni- 
ture no as to avoid this, and plan the 
ventilation no MS to get plenty of air 
without exposure. Sleep In a cold room 
In winter and arrange to sleep" In one 
where the sun has been shining during 
the day If possible. Two hours of sleep 
before midnight arc worth as much as 
tho balance of the night.

Flag Day at Portland 


O 


T the programme of days for 
special 
observance 
nt 
the 


Lewis and Clark exposition, 
in Portland. Ore., the patrlol- 


Ic management placed Flag day. June 
14. It is just 12S years this June 14 
since congress officially adopted tho 
stars and stripes as our republic's em- 
blem, 
although 
over 
Washington's 


headquarters In the patriot army there 
had iloated for a year the banner de- 
signed and fashioned by Betsy Ross, 
first official flagmaker to the United 
States of -America. 


It was a graceful act to place the eel 


cbratlon of Flag day at Portland largt-l> 
In the hands of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. No organization 
in America Is at once more patriotic 
and more decorative, not to say more 
ornamental. At the very first reception 
given to the Daughters, the one which 
stamped them with tho social seal of 
approval, the national banner played 
spectacular part. 
Beautiful American 


flags adorned from top 10 boltom the 
Washington home of the hostess 
that occasion, Mrs. W. D. Cabell. This 
first reception to the Daughters was on 
Feb. 22, 1S9I. It was during the Harrl 
Eon admlnlsiratlon, and the president's 
wife herself stood within the entrance 
to the spacious rooms and received the 
members of the society. The ladies 
passed between lines of guards dressed 
like the "old Continentals,"' in buff and 
blue. 


Mrs. Benjamin Harrison herself was 


one of the Incorporators and the first 
president general of the society thus 
brilliantly launched. Among the his- 
toric names of other Incorporators was 
that of Kugenla Washington, a lineal 
descendant of the family to which 
George Washington belonged. Numer- 
ous Individuals of the Washington 
'name and blood still reside In tho vi- 
cinity of Charlcstown, W. Va. 


The subtle yet thorough revenge 
that fate sometimes brings about Is to 


. be traced In the history and present 


wide Influence of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Llku the famous 
Sorosis club, the society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution owes 
its existence to a bitter snub adminis- 
tered'to womanhood by men. For many 
years there has been an organization 
called the SOPS of the American Revo- 
lution, though it Is now almost obscur- 
ed by the greater effulgence of tho 


• Daughters. . 


In April, 1830, the Sons of the Amer- 


ican Revolution held a convention In 
Louisville. Naturally the women de- 
scendants of the Revolutionary fathers 
considered they also hud a right to be- 
long to a patriotic organization found- 
ed only on the fact of such 'descent. 
They wished .and expected tb become 
members of the men's society. In high 
conclave tho Sons thrashed tho ques- 
tion »ut and at length voted to exclude 
their sisters, trio Daughters of tho Rev- 


. olutlon.

A strange kind of maternal affection 


It must be! Thnt Is an expression of 
opinion which will spring voluntarily 
to the lips of all, but tho plain fact Is 
that such love U only too common. 


"The fond mother who dotes on-her 


children to the extent of permitting 
them to have their own way, the doting 
mother who works herself almor.t to 
death so that the children shall have 
everything easy—theso aro tho mothers 
of some of the Innmtos'of our prisons 
and workhouses." 


That startling remn'rk was made by n 


man who had had great experience of 
the Institutions to which he referred 
and who, In addition, had studied hu- 
man qualities, good and bad, in th* 


bustling world. It Is a difficult matter 
to deny tho correctness of his state- 
ment. 


Children, like their seniors, have a 


natural tendency 
toward Indulgence 


and idleness. The good sense of older 
persons, resting on a foundation of wise 
training, prevents them from yielding 
to their natural desires, but with chil- 
dren the natural Impulse will show It- 
self nnd must be curbed. 


This Is where the wisdom of a moth- 


er should step In. .Discipline is neces- 
sary. The child mny think that the 
mother Is hard, oven lacking sympathy, 
but thnt Is no excuse for relaxation on 
the part of the parent. 


In course of time the son or daughter 


will recognize that the discipline was 
the ono thing needful. Thoso who have 
not had the benefit of that training, but 
havo had a mother who was not strong 
enough to enforce It, aro likely to de- 
velop Into undesirable members of tho 
community.

A Man Who Refuses to Be Bound by Political Ties

Briefly ttlattid, the facts nro ns fol- 


lows: The United Gnu linprovvitK'iit 
company holds a thirty year Ircioo of 
tht: Philttdelpl)In Ras works. According 
to tho agreement, this leano may bo ter- 
minated by tho city In 1907. but It In- 
volves the payment of J20.000.000. Thft 
munli'Ipul authorities, represented by 
the city councils and tho department 
oflictals, maintain that the enforced 
payment of this litre** mim would result 
In llnnnclnl hardship to the city. Claim- 
ing that the city needs J<&,000,000 to 
meet Immediate expenses and that It 
has a borrowing capacity of only $15,- 
000.000, the municipal authorities mado 
u new lease with tho United Gaa Im- 
provement company to run aovonty-tlvo 
yearn. 
The consideration named Is 


925,000.000. to be paid In thrco yearn. 


To further tho working of this scheme 


a syndicate of Now York capitalists of- 
fered to loan tho city $20.000.000 at 5 
per cent to take up tho old gas leawe, 
to advance J25.000.000 more within live 
years, to reduce/ ttio price of gas to SO 
cents per thousand and to uharo profits 
with the city, one-third for ten years 
and ono-half for sixty-live. This Is the 
comprehensive plan which the council*! 
favored and tho citizens repudiated. 
This Is tlia scheme which John Weaver, 
the mayor of Philadelphia, pronounced 
fraudulent and declared that ho would 
never bo a party to Its adoption and. 
furthermore, that ho Intended to do his 
utmost to defeat It, which he did subse- 
quently. 


Tho chief executive of Philadelphia is 


today one of the most picturesque and 
interesting personalities In American 
politics. 
Ho enjoys the distinction of 


being the lirsl English born citizen to 
bo elected to tho mayoralty of u great 
American city. A quarter of a century 
ago. then a rosy cheeked Devonshire lad 
of sixteen, John Weaver trod sturdily 
down the gang plank of the ship which 
brought him to America. He was a 
.stranger In a strange land, but he was 
honest and courageous. There was no 
one to welcome him with open arms, 
nor had there been any leave taking 
when he left his native country. Dick 
WhiUIngton ran away from London 
only to turn back and become Its lord 
mayor; John Weaver had run away 
from England to become mayor of Phil- 
adelphia. 
Ills father wanted him to remain In 


Devonshire and perpetuate the family 
avocation of market gardening. 
John 


expressed a desire to seek fortune else- 
where, but his father saw no good out 
of England and very little outside of 
Devonshire. The lad persisted, and the 
parent lost his temper. Before the re- 
action arrived the boy slipped away 
quietly to Liverpool and took steerage 
passage oh a liner. When he had paid 
for his ticket ho had not enough re- 
malnlng of the money he had accumu- 
lated In Devonshire to occasion him the 
Blightcst worry. 


Although lie was penniless, ho was by 


no means destitute, and he was not at 
nil dismayed when he paused to take 
stock of his most available assets. He 
was honest and willing, and he knew It. 
He had n clean, truthful face and tho 


j hearing of n gentleman, and lie proba- 


bly knew that also. These heaven sent 
blessings served him admirably. They 
made such a favorable Impression on 
one of his fellow travelers that he vol- 
unteered to see that the bright faced 
Devonshire lad was given a chance. He 
took him to Philadelphia and gave him 


a phr.UT until he \\.i5 iiMo tn cccuro a! 
foothold In his a<Inpt*'d country. 


It was H etruKKlf ut llrsi. Mr. \\Vavr 


admit toil thai In an address to the 
Young Mfii'tf ChrlMlan ut-^H'l.Ulon in 
Philadelphia lusi winter. Ho said that 
one of tho most dltllfiilt thliiK-s he had 
ever done wu.s to ahMjitn from tho lux- 
ury of putting an "h" bfton* every 
word beginning with a vowel and to ro- 
fruin from drraplluting ev» i y word 
that ought to lmv«» It. H*i knew tlml h« 
could never lay absolute claim lo Amer- 
ican citizenship, ho divtatvd smilingly, 
until ho should accomplish tho ft-at, and 
he set about it with such energy that ut 
tho end of his HrM year in Phllailelfflilu 
he had dtvi'sivd MniM-lf of his Devon- 
shire marks uf IdentllkMtion. 


Then ho obtained n situation In a de- 


partment Moro at J7 a \\rek. As mayor 
of Philadelphia ho receives a Ktlury of 
$12.000 a year, but ho assured tho ymniK 
men at his lecturo that tho latter sum 
seemed paltry and sadly Inadequate 
when ho remembered tho spirit of ilium- 
clal independence which animated him 
when ho llrel ivallzi-d ihat ho was 
worth n dollar a day. In tho Intervals 
he applied himself diligently to the 
ftudy of ishorthiuKl. that HLoppIng stono 
In HIM upward earoors of no ninny suc- 
cessful men. Ho soon became sn ex- 
port at recording dielalton thut he was 
able to llnd n position in an attorney's 
ofllce. 
This cIiaiiKu enabled him to 


gratify a long chorlstu-d ambition—lw> 
might now begin llu- study of law, 
which he had always Intended to do. 


Before being admitted to th« bar Mr. 


Weaver was law stenographer and re- 
corder of tho Philadelphia Law aeado- 
my, of which ho HUbscquontly became 
successively treasurer, vice president 
and president. When liu was admitted 
to the hnr ho became attached to tin: 
office of the corporation counsel and at 
once entered upon a llfo of yeoman 
service. He soon secured n reputation 
as an untiring party workor, and his 
diligence and devotion to party Inter- 
vals had its speedy reward. Onco more 
Opportunity rapped at his door when 
the Republican leaders of tho Quaker 
City, almost in despair over tho dlfll- 
culty of securing a candidate acceptable 
to all wings of tho party, were search- 
ing in the political market place for n 
man whom they could trust Implicitly 
in tho otllco of district attorney. At 
such u time the personality of tho rug- 
ged and fearless young Englishman \v'ho 
had tolled in tho law olllco every week- 
day and taken volumes of dictation 
without betraying a sign of fatigue, or 
demanding a word of explanation cumo 
Into prominence. "Why not nominate 
John Weaver?" somebody ventured. 


Why not, indeed? Tho voters of all 


political creeds were 
demanding a 


change. Affairs In the district altor- 
ney's olllco were being conducted to 
suit no man, but opposition to reform 
was well Intrenched, and Its henchmen 
began to ask satirically, "Who Is John 
Weaver?" The moment had arrived for 
John Weaver to show them who he was. 
and he did it. In one of the most fierce- 
ly contested campaigns ever fought in 
the City of llrothcrly Love John Wea- 
ver triumphed. It Is ir fact, however, 
that at the time of his nomination he 
was practically unknown In tho city of 
his adoption. Ills life had been so de- 
voted to securing a foothold that he had 
not found time to cultivate political ac- 
quaintances. When his nomination was 
announced In tho papers tlrcro were no 
accompanying sketches throwing light 
upon his personality. In a day all the 
journalistic sleuths In tho city wcro in 
search of John Weaver.^ When they 
found him they were not made much 
tho wiser; he was exceedingly agree- 
able In his manner, but he had little to 
communlcato beyond tho fact that ho 
had a tolerably exacting law practice 
ami on Sundays taught u Bible class tn 
the Tloga Baptist church. 


The first definite personal 
charge 


against Mr. Weaver to bo made public, 
was tho fact that he was a naturalized! 
Englishman. This had been overlooked j 
at the tlrno of his nomination, and Its! 
discovery threw his political supporters! 


Into'consternation. At a haHtlly called 
meeting It was at first proposed that ho 
should withdraw. After some discus- 
sion, however, he was permitted to re- 
main a candidate.

The Japanese Jour- 
nals have always spoken of Yokosuka 
as a popular seaside resort, a suburban 
retreat'to which the thrifty Yokohama 


" citizen and his family might repair at 


the* close of the fervid midsummer day 
and take a refreshing dip In the sunj. 


American visitors to the Island king- 


dom have had much to say of Yokosuka 
—of Us charming villas and gardens 
reaching to the very water's edge. Its 
superior bathing facilities. Its gwarms 
of happy children, Us donke.y carts and 
its thousand and one novel amusements, 
but not one of them has ever mention- 
ed the fact that this same fascinating 
Yokosuka Is probably tho most for- 
midable stronghold in the world. 


This exploitation of Yokosuka as a 


resort and obscuration as a fortress 
have not been intentional on the part of 
the delighted foreign tourist, but they 
have been entirely so on tho part of tho 
Japanese government. 
The foreigner's 


gratified sense of the dainty complete- 
ness of the seaside town has been so 
engrossing that ho has had no disposi- 
tion to advance beyond that feature. 
Nor could he have done so If he would. 
Yokosuka never once lost her smile 
while he lingered In.hcr gracious pres- 
ence. Everything she did made for 
peaco and the Joy of living. Every re- 
minder of war was concealed*, with the 
marvelous Ingenuity known only to tho 
Japanese. 


Just recently, however, Yokosuka's 


ever smiling mask has been penetrated. 
A spy In the employ of tho Russian ad- 
miralty has furnished his government 
with a more or less accurate plan of a 
fortified system so complete In Its ar- 
rangement and so comprehensive In Its 
design that tho St. Petersburg navnl 
dignitaries wero stupefied with amnzo- 
ment and concern for tho safety of tho 
only remaining floating firmament It

mado tho discovery Is a former newspa- 
per reporter who recently visited Japan 
In tho disguise of an American tourist. 
Ho speaks English without an accent, 
and- for several months previous to his 
daring feat ho resided In San Krnnclsco 
and mado n careful study of American 
mannerlmns nnd 
tricks 
of 
speech. 


Whllo In California ho mado tho ac- 
quaintance of several y.oung Japanese 
merchants doing business In San Fran- 
cisco and took passage with somo of 
them who were teturnlng to Japan to 
purchase goods. 


On tho voyage he cultivated this ac- 


quaintance until in one or two In- 
stances It ripened Into Intimacy. 
Ho 


did not hesitate to avail himself of this 
friendship In order to necuro aceuralo 
fnformatlon. Much of the Information 
thus obtained was verified miuHcqiicntly 
by actual observation. He discovered 
that tho Uruga channel, tho gateway to 
tho bay of Tokyo, on which Yokohama 
in sltuatod, Is practically closed to-reg- 
ular navigation except for a channel 
thirty or forty yards In width In tho 
center, throuf,li which vcaieU aro pilot- 


ed wltii Infinite pnllenco and skill. This 
entrance Is literally planted with mlnen. 
According to nn expressive Japanese 
statement, "the harbor Is full of evil." 


This spy (li.-clnroil In his report to tho 


Russian admiralty that It was a labor 
of hours ami of the most Incredible dif- 
ficulty for the .steamer on which ho was 
a passenger lo make the twelve miles 
between the entrance of tho channel 
und tho city. Tho boat that brought 
tho pilot .sailed ahead and exchanged 
signals constantly with the men on tho 
bridge by mc.uu of flags and colored 


rockets. 
\Vnlch fires flanking signal 


boards that resembled tho wlngn of 
great windmills were burning along all 
the co.'ist. The reason for all this extra 
precaution xccinn to bn that tho Japa- 
nese shift the mines nightly so that It In 
Impossible, for them lo bo exactly locat- 
cH by any export. Thlu accounts for 
the ten or twelve bourn Hpcnt In pilot- 
lint tho regular Han Francisco Htonmcr 
n dlstanco which U ordinarily nccom- 
pllnheil In one. 


All the way between Yokosuka and 


tho great city both ubloti of tbn ahAnnal 


nro covered by fortlflcntlons. They nro 
ut pyramidal form, rlnlng but a fow feet 
nbovo tho water line, nnd tbo material 
of which they nro conntructed In pre- 
cisely tho color of tho water. Tho rnin- 
parln nro to all anpearanco no smooth 
on glaHH, and thcro nro apparently no 
einhrnisurcs. Thcno workn aro no per- 
fectly concealed that nothing can bo 
mndo out concerning their plan from 
tho deck of n piuisliii: idcnmor oven 
with the nlil of 11 powerful gla«». 


Arrived at 
Yokohama, tho bogun 


American found It Impossible to obtain 
nny accurate Information concerning 
the situation nt Yokosukn. Kroin na- 
tive KOiirccH ho could only extract tho 
conntantly repealed and smiling asser- 
tion that It wan a summer rcaort puro 
and simple. An American merchant In 
Tokyo who had been In Yoko.iuka a 
dozen tlmo1 confessed that he had 
heard rumors-of tho fortifications there, 
but admitted that he. had never seen 
anything of them, Tho Russian was 
determined to neo for himself whether 
or not bin Japanese Hteamer friends had 
misled him. 


Ho saw nothing suspicious looking 


except it preponderance of marines. An- 
other rather BuggentU'o feature that at- 
tracted hln attention was tho number 
of signs In all publlo places forbidding, 
tho uso of tho camera.

The rock at Yokonikn, how- 
ovcr, Is nevernl miles In length, consti- 
tuting a series of volcanoes ready for 
eruption at a moment'* notice, Tho

cipal delegates from all over the world to the International Railway Con- 
gress at Washington. I have become awnre of a vitnl generalization that 
has been growing in my. mind till It has rolled out Into the full light of con- 
sciousness and forced Itself upon my attention—a truth of the deepest inter- 
est and Importance—the strange' fact that in this greatest republic of enrth 
less effective attention Is given to securing Just and Important railway service 
In the public Interest than In any other country—monarchy, nrlstocj-acy or re- 
public—tho reason being that our government, nnd ours nlone, Is dominated 
by private industrial Interests becauscthc people have no 
effective 
control 


over the government. • 


Whether .Mr. Parsons It right as to tho cause of neglecting 
public 


interests in railway service, we are not prepared to say but that It Is so ne- 
glected there are abundant 'proofs.- What stronger argument can be adduced 
In favor of regulating- railroad, rates? After this regulation Is In force there 
might come another sort of regulation that would afford greater security for 
the traveling public and greater protection against accidents arising from 
blunders of all kinds by employes and managers alike. 
It Is a big question.

A FEW- SIMPLE EXPEDIENTS TO 


COMFORT AND WELL-BEING.

Aid Society.] 


Rub every morning, with ft coarse 


towel then go quickly over the body 
with cold water, adding salt for Its 
stimulating effects., then rub until dry 
end the color Is good. 
If not accus- 


tomed to the use of cold water, begin 
with tepid water and make it one de- 
gree colder every other day until able 
to use it as cold as it will run from the 
faucet. If there Is a feeling of chilli- 
ness after the bath and rub are over, 
it Is better to use tepid water or water 
that has been standing In the tub over 
night. This takes the edge off. Very 
thin people should not sponge with cold 
water for any length 
of time, and 


feeble people should simply dry 
rub. 


W.ater need not be used in this way 
over one minute to gain the desired 
end—n skin that will react promptly to 
varylngtcmpcratures. This Is one of the 
preventives of taking cold. Water used 
in this way is not applied to steal body 
heat, but to stimulate nervous force. 
One hot tub bath a week may be tak- 
en. 5 minutes long, using soap. Peo- 
ple who frequently indulge In hot baths 
become sensitive to exposure and are 
debilitated by so doing. Every one 
should do his own rubbing or groom- 
Ing If possible. It stimulates pride in 
one's person and is a good form o£ 
exercise. 
While dressing in the morning It is a 


good plan to stand 
before a window 


where fresh air Is pouring In and take 
d«p breaths while doing the followJnK 
exercises: 
(1) Stand erect, chest out, 
head up, hands at the sides, 
breathe 


through the nose. 
Inspire slowly, be- 


ginning down in the stomach. 
While 


breathing In. raise the arms from the 


•sides to tho horizontal, hold tho breath.- 


then lower the arms slowly, breathing 
out. 
Force what remaining sir there 


Is In tho lungs out by expiring sharply 
at the very last, and help this along by 
putting the hands on the ribs on both 
sides pressing In. 
(2) Repeat this 
ex- 


ercise, carrying the arms up over the head 
nnd then back to the sides. 
(3) Stretch 


the arms out In front, letting the back of 
the hands touch each other: then while 
taking a stroke as In swimming, breathe 
In, the hands finally meeting behind th« 
back, low down. Bring tho arms forward 
again while breathing out. 
(4) When 


out on the street where the arms cannot 
be very safely moved about, roll tho 
shoulders back by repeated hitches, at the 
same time expanding the chest by filling 
the lungs to their fullest capacity., Then 
let the shoulcrs fall forward as the air 
Is expired. 
This habit, persisted in, 


will develop a good chest under a but- 
toned coat and keep the lungs up to their 
working capacity. 
When standing on a. 


street corner in winter, waiting, prac- 
tice this form of breathing. 
It will pre- 
vent th» chill which Is so often the sig- 
nal of a beginning cold. 


Sit in a room where the sun shines 


•when In the house and b« sure It Is 
.well ventilated. Have a thermometer 
In the living room that the temperature 
may bs known, and make It regular 
business to look at It. Do not ait in a 
room where the temperature is above 
68 degrees in winter. If tho feet or 
hands or other parts of ths body get 
cold, do not warm them over a hot 
stove, or over n hole In the floor whcrci 
tho heat Is coming up, or by using a 
hot water hag, hut do some, simple ex-1 
erclKes that will start up the circula- 
tion, or better still, whip the feet or 
other pwt* of the body with the «tock- 
Ings andi underclothes 
on, uilng a I 


heavy muscle beater ((nt s»le hy drUK- 
glsti) or uiic a leather strap. 
Thin 


sort of tre.itment Improves the clrcultt- 
tlon In Hut skin, and If persisted In will 
cure damp cold feel un>l handii: lh«y 
will become habitually dry <inrt warm. 
Such will never be th<> ease If the uie 
of artificial heal.In persisted In. Heat 
only terves to weaken the nerves thnt 
determine the condition nf 
tho skin, 


nnd so makes matters worse.

good WAV to tone .up the circulation In 
the hands nnd fe»l Is to put them |n 
cold water ju?t before- retiring for u 
minute, or two. or until they begin to 
ache, only covering the soles of the 
feet at <UM. but llnnlly standing or 
\vaiklr.g In the water leg deep: then 
rub tha feet or hands hrl»kly. If the 
feet are. still cold after being rubbed, 
do not warm them artificially, hut set 
Into bed and wrap them 
In llanncl; 


they will soon thaw out. 


Sleep in 11 room with the windows 


opened, but do not sleep In n draught. 
Make pome arrangement of the furni- 
ture fio as to avoid this, and plan tho 
ventilation »o as to get plenty of air 
without exposure. Sleep in a cold room 
In winter nnd arrange to sleep in on« 
where the sun bus been shlnliiR during 
the day If possible. Two bourn of Meet' 
before midnight are worth ns much as 
tho balance of the night.

Women to Commemorate 


- -, Flag Day at Portland 


tho programme of days for 
special observance at

Lewis nnd Clark exposition. 
^^ In Portland, Ore., the patriot- 
ic management placed Flag dny, June 
14. It Is Just 12S years this June 14 
since congress officially adopted the 
stars and stripes as our republic's em- 
blem, 
although 
over 
Washington's 


headquarters In the patriot army there 
had floated for a year the banner de- 
signed nnd fashioned by Betsy Ross, 
first official flagmaker to the United 
Suites of America. 


It was a graceful act to place the cel- 


ebration of Flag day at Portland largely 
In the hands of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. No organization 
in America Is at once moro patriotic 
and more decorative, not to say more 
ornamental. At the very first reception 
given to the Daughters, tho ono which 
stamped them with the social seal of 
approval, the national banner played a 
spectacular part- Beautiful American 
flags adorned from top to bottom the 
Washington home of the hostess on 
that occasion, Mrs. W. D. Cabell. This 
first reception to the Daughters was on 
Feb. 22, 1891. It was during the Harri- 
son administration, and tho president's 
wife herself stood within the entrance 
to the spacious rooms and received tho 
members of the society. 
Tho ladies 


passed between lines of guards dressed 
like the "old Continentals," In buff nnd 
blue. 


Mrs. Benjamin Harrison herself was 


one of the Incornorators and the first 
president general of the society thus 
brilliantly launched. Among tho his 
toric names of other Incorporators was 
that of Eugenia Washington, a lineal 
descendant "of the family to which 
George Washington belonged. Numer- 
ous Individuals of the 
Washington 


name and blood still reside in the vi- 
cinity of Charlestown. W. Va. 


The subtle yet thorough revenge 


that fate sometimes brings about Is to 
be traced In the history and present 
wide Influence of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Like the famous 
Sorosls club, the society of, the Daugh 
ters of the American Revolution owes 
Us existence to a bitter snub adminis- 
tered to womanhood by men. For manj 
years there has been an organization 
called the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, though It is now almost obscur- 
ed by the greater effulgence of tho 
Daughters. 


In April, 1890, the Sons of the Amer- 


ican Revolution held, a convention In 
Louisville. 
Naturally the women de- 


scendants of the Revolutionary, fathers 
considered they also had a right to be- 
long to a patriotic organization1 found- 
ed only on'the 'fact ot such 'descent 
They wished and expected to become 
members of the men's society. In hlgl 
. conclave tho Sor.n thrashed tho qucs- 
, tlon out and at length voted lo exclude 
their sinters, tho Daughters of the Rev-

)f Washington, asked:

organized, In August, 1850. Three wo- 
men were present nt tho llrst meeting, 
nnd they were Mrs. Ellen Harden Wai- 
worth, Miss Kugcnla, Wnslilngton and 
Miss Mnry Desha. "All good things are 
three," says tho old Herman proverb. 
The society now lias nearly 52.000 
members nnd Is increasing nl tho rate 
of 3.000 a year. H Is eminently satis- 
factory to discover that there aro In 
the country so many descendants of 
the Revolutionary fathers as these fig- 
ures Imllcnto. The colors of tho organ- 
ization nre ilnrk blue and white. Their 
seal bears the figure of Abigail Adams 
seated at a spinning wheel. So much 
for tho D. A. R.

hall, the society's national building at 
Washington, where delegates from the 
chapters In nil the states may assemble. 
It Is a beautiful structure of white mar- 
ble and steel. Tho auditorium scats 
3,000 persons. The building Is not yet 
quite completed, though It was dedi- 
cated nt the last national meeting. It 
contains a largo and striking portrait 
of Mrs. Fairbanks. This was first pre 
sentod to her by tho D. A. R.. then by 
her presented back again, so to speak, 
to tho Continental .Memorial hall. 


Admirable as are tho achievements, 


manifest and visible, of the D. A. R., 
however, still moro manifest Is their 
Invisible work—that which is apparent 
only In its effects of increased patriot- 
ism and Interest In our country's histo- 
ry among American women. Outward- 
ly tho society builds memorials and 
preserves records of American history. 
Inwardly It keeps alive nnd fans the 
sacred name of patriotism In the hearts 
of women. There was need of foster 
Ing patriotism among American wo 
men. with nil the snobbery nnd Imlta 
tlon of the social ways of foreign courts 
that Increase of wealth had Imported.

A strange kind of maternal affection 


It must^bo! That Is nn expression of 
opinion which will spring voluntarily 
,10 tho lips of all, but tho plain fact Is 
that such love Is only too common. 


"The fond mother who dotes, on her 


children to the extent of permitting 
them to havo their own way. tho doting 
mother who works herself almost to 
death so that tho children shall have 
everything easy—these aro tho mothers 
of conic of tho Inmates of our prisons 
and workhouses." 


That startling remark was made by a 


man who >m<l had great experience of 
,tho Inxtituilnnx to which he referred 
and who. In ndrtlilon, had studied l:u- 
iiion (jimmies, good and bid, In tho 


bustling world. It IB a difficult matter 
to' deny tho correctness of his state- 
ment. 


Children, like their seniors, have a 


natural tendency toward Indulgence 
and Idleness. The good senso of older 
persons, resting on a foundation of wise 
training, prevents them from yielding 
to their natural desires, but with chil- 
dren tho natural Impulse will show It- 
self and must be curbed. 


This Is where tho wisdom of ft moth- 


er should step In. Discipline Is neces- 
sary. The child may think that tho 
mother Is hard, even lacking sympathy, 
hut that Is no excuse for relaxation on 
the part of the parent. 


In course of time tho son or daughter 


will recognize that tho discipline was 
the one thing needful.

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John Weaver, Philadelphia's Unique Chief Executive; 


A Man Who Refuses to Be Bound by Political Ties 


11K rot-out outburst of 


popular indignation In 
Philadelphia was In- 
spired by one of the 
most far reaching at- 
tempts to proilt nt 
the expense of the 
tuxpaying population 


of Uio Quaker City over recorded. Tho 
project involved tho making of a aev- 
fiuy-llvo year contract for lighting the 
city with tho United Uus Improvement 
company, an 
organization endowed 


with remarkable facilities for obtain- 
ing highly remunerative contracts from 
municipal sources. 


Brlelly elated, the facts are a-s fol- 


lows: Tho United lias Improvement 
company holds n thirty year lease of 
tho Philadelphia gas works. According 
to tho agreement, this lease may be ter- 
minated by tho city In 1907. but it In- 
volves tho payment of {20,000,000. Tho 
municipal authorities, represented by 
the city councils and tho department 
ofllcluls, maintain that tho enforced 
payment of this large sum would result 
In financial hardship to the city. Claim- 
Ing that tho city needs $46,000,000 to 
meet Immediate expenses and that It 
has a borrowing capacity of only H6.- 
000,000, the municipal authorities made 
a new lease with tho United Gas Im- 
provement company to run seventy-five 
years. 
The consideration named Is 


t25.000.000, to bu paid In thrcn years. 


To further the working of this scheme 


a syndicate of New York capitalists of- 
fered to loan the city {20,000,000 at 5 
per cent to take up the old gas lease, 
to advance {25,000,000 more within five 
years, to reduce tho price of gas to 80 
cents per thousand and to sharo profits 
with the city, one-third for ten years 
and one-half for sixty-live. This Is the 
comprehensive plan which tho councils 
favored and the cltlwns repudiated. 
This Is the scheme which John Weaver, 
the mayor of Philadelphia, pronounced 
fraudulent and declared tlmt ho would 
never bo a party to its adoption and, 
furthermore, that ho Intended to do hla 
utmost to defeat It, which ho did subse- 
quently. 


Tho chief executive of Philadelphia Is 


today olio of tho most picturesque and 
Interesting personalities In American 
politics. 
Ho enjoys the distinction of 


being the Ilrst Kngllsh born citizen to 
be elected to tho mayoralty of a great 
American city. A quarter of u century 
ago, then a rosy cheeked Devonshire lad 
of sixteen, John 'Weaver trod sturdily 
down tho gang plank of tho ship which 
brought him to America. He was a 
stranger In a strange land, but ho was 
honest and courageous. Thero was no 
one to welcome him with open arms, 
nor had there been any leave taking 
when ho left his native country. Dick 
Whlttlngton ran away from London 
ortly to turn back nnd hecomo Its lord 
mayor; John Weaver had run away 
from England to become mayor of Phil- 
adelphia. 
Ills father wanted him to remain In 


Devonshire and perpetuate the family 
avocation of market gardening. John 
expressed a desire to seek fortune else- 
where, but Ills father saw no good out 
of England nnd very little outsldo of 
Devonshire. The lad persisted, and tho 
parent lost hla temper, liefore the rc- 
tctlon arrived the boy slipped away 
Quietly to Liverpool and took steerage 
passage on a liner. .When ho had paid 
tor his ticket ho had not enough re- 
maining of tho money he had accumu- 
lated In Devonshire to occasion him tho 
illghtest worry. 


Although he was penniless, ho was by 


no means destitute, and he was not nt 
all dismayed when he paused to take 
stock of his most available assets. He 
was honest and willing, nnd ho knew It. 
Ho had a clean, truthful face and tho 
bearing of a gentleman, and he proba- 
bly knew that also. These heaven sent 
blessings served him admirably. They 
made such a favorable impression on 
one of Ills fellow travelers that ho vol- 
unteered to see that tho bright faced 
Devonshire lad was given a chance. He 
took him to Philadelphia and gave him 


a shelter until \\« »:is able to secure n 
foothold In his adopted country. 


It was a struggle at llrst. Mr. Weaver 


admitted that in an address to the 
Young Men's Ohrlstiim association In 
Philadelphia last winter. Ho xuld that 
one of the mo.it dliltcult thing* he had 
ever dono was to abstain from tho lux- 
ury of putting nil "h" tii-foro every 
word beginning with a vowel and to ro- 
frain from dvcapll.itlng every word 
that ought I" havo It. H>> knew that he 
could never lay absolute claim to Amer- 
ican citizenship, ho declared Mulling!)', 
until ho should accomplish tho frat, and 
ho set about It with such enemy that at 
tho end of his Una year In !'htlnct<<lphlu 
ho had dlvvM"d himself cf his Devon- 
shire marks of Identification. 


Then he obtained a situation In a de- 


partment more at J" n week. As mayor 
of Philadelphia ho receives a salary of 
{12.000 a year, but ho assured tho young 
men at hlx lecture that tho latter mini 
seemed paltry and sadly Inadequate 
when ho remembered tho spirit of ilium- 
clnl Independence which animated him 
when he Mint realized that ho was 
worth a dollar a day. In the Intervals 
ho applied himself diligently to the 
study of shorthand, that stepping stone 
In the upward careers of so many suc- 
cessful men. lie soon became so ex- 
pert at recording dlct.illon that he was 
ublo to find a position In an attorney's 
office. 
This chango enabK-d him to 


gratify a long cherished ambition—ho 
might now begin the study of law, 
which he had always Intended to do. 


Heforo being admitted to tho bar Mr". 


Weaver was law stenographer and re- 
corder of the Philadelphia Law acade- 
my, of which ho subsequently became 
successively treasurer, vice president 
and president. When ho was admitted 
to tho bar ho became attached to the 
oillco of the corporation counsel and at 
onco entered upon a life of yeoman 
service. He soon secured a reputation 
nn nn untiring party worker, and his 
diligence and devotion to party Inter- 
ests had Its speedy reward. Onco more 
opportunity rapped at his door when 
tho Uepubllcan leaders of the Quaker 
City, almost In despair over tho dllll- 
culty of securing a candidate acceptable 
to all wings of tho party, were search- 
ing In the political market place for n 
man whom they could trust implicitly 
In the olllce of district attorney. 
At 


such a time tho personality of tho rug- 
ged and fearlosk young Englishman who 
had tolled In tho law oillco every week- 
day and taken volumes of dictation 
without betraying a sign of fatlguo or 
demanding a word of explanation camo 
Into prominence. 
"Why not nominate 


John Weaver?" somebody ventured. 


Why not, Indeed? Tho voters of all 


political creedH were 
demanding a 


change. Affairs In the district attor- 
ney's ofllco were being conducted to 
suit no man. but opposition to reform 
was well Intrenched, and Us ht'iiclnncn 
began to ask satirically. "Who la John 
Weaver?" Tho moment had arrived for 
John Weaver to show them who ho was, 
and ho did It. In one of the most fierce- 
ly contested campaigns over fought In 
tho City of Hrothcrly Love John Wea- 
ver triumphed. It Is a fact, however, 
that at tho time of his nomination ho 
was practically unknown In tho city of 
his adoption. His life had been BO de- 
voted to securing a foothold that he had 
not found time to cultivate political ac- 
quaintances. When his nomination was 
announced In the papers there were no 
accompanying sketches throwing light 
upon his personality. In a day all tho 
journalistic sleuths In tho city were If 
search of John Weaver. 
When they* 


found him they were not made much 
tho wiser: he was exceedingly ngrco- 
ablo In his manner, but ho had little to 
communicate beyond the fact that ho 
had a tolerably exacting law practice 
and on Sundays taught a Bible class In 
the Tloga Baptist church. 


Tho first definite personal 
charge 


against Mr. Weaver to be made public 
was the fact tlmt ho was a naturalized 
Englishman. This had been overlooked 
at the timo of his nomination, nnd its 
discovery threw his political supporters 


Into consternation. At a hastily called 
meeting It was at first proposed that ho 
should withdraw. 
After some discus- 


sion, however, ho was permitted to re- 
main a candidate. 
"But. of course, 


you'll not take tho stump," tho party 
leaders counseled. "The office has al- 
ways been looked upon as a eemljudl- 
cial one. and your opponent, who Is 
running on an Independent ticket, holds 
that attitude."

T Is only recently lhal 


the outsido world has 
come / Into possession 
of the evidence which 
establishes 
tho 
fact 


that In Yokosuka Ja- 
pan has a second Gi- 
braltar. This Informa- 


tion has not leaked out from any source 
within the empire. Tho Japanese Jour- 
nals have always spoken of Yokosuka 
as a popular seaside resort, a suburban 
retreat to which the thrifty Yokohama 
citizen and his family might repair at 
tho close of the fervid midsummer day 
and take a refreshing dip In the surf. 


American visitors to tho island king- 


dom have had much to say of Yokosuka 
—of Its charming villas and gardens 
reaching to the very water's edge. Its 
superior bathing facilities, Its swarms 
of happy children. Its donkey carts and 
Its thousand and one novel amusements, 
but not one of them has ever mcnllon- 
ed tho fact that this same fascinating 
Yokosuka Is probably the most .for- 
midable stronghold In tho world. 


This exploitation of Yokosuka as a 


resort and obscuration as a. fortress 
havo not been Intentional on the part of 
the delighted foreign tourist, but they 
have been entirely ao on the part of tho 
Japanese government. The foreigner's 
gratified sense of the dainty complete- 
ness of the seaside town has been so 
engrossing that he has had no disposi- 
tion to advance beyond that feature. 
Nor could he have dona so If he would. 
Yokosuka never once lost her smile 
while ho lingered In her gracious pres- 
ence. Everything she did made for 
peace nnd tho Joy of living. Every re- 
minder of war waa concealed with tho 
marvelous Ingenuity known only to tho 
Japanese. 


Just recently, • however, Yokosuka'a 


ever smiling mask has been penetrated. 
A. spy In tho employ ot tho Russian ad- 
miralty has furnished hla government 
with it moro or less accurate plan of a 
rorllflcd oystcm «o complete In Its ar- 
rangement nnd «o comprehensive In Its 
design that tho St.>Petcr»burs naval 
dignitaries were stupefied with amaze- 
ment nnd concern for tho safety of tho 
only remaining floating armament It 
could asjcfnblc.

Is a former newspa- 
per reporter who recently visited Japan 
In tho disguise, of an American tourist. 
I To speaks English without an accent, 
and for several months previous to hla 
daring tent ho resided In San Francisco 
and mado a careful sludy of American 
nmnncrlnma and 
tricks ot 
speech. 


Whllo In California ho mado tho ac- 
quaintance of several young Japanese 
merchants doing business In San Fran- 
cisco'and took passage with somo of 
them who were reluming lo Japan to 
purchase goods. 


On tho voyage ho cultivated this ac- 


quaintance until In ono or two In- 
stances It ripened Into Intimacy. Ho 
did not hcsltalu to avail himself of this 
friendship In order to secure/accurate 
Information. Much of tho Information 
thus obtained was verified subsequently 
by actual observation. Ho discovered 
llmt tho Uruga channel, tho gateway to 
tho bay of.Tokyo, on which Yokohama 
In situated, Is practically cloned to reg- 
ular navigation except for n channel 
thirty or forty yards In width In tho 
center, throufth which vessels aro pilot- 


ed with Infinite patience nnd skill. This 
entrance Is literally planted with mines. 
According to nn expressive Japanese 
stnlcmcnt, "'ho harbor Is full of ovll." 


The spy declared In his repo'rt lo the 


Ttusslnn admiralty Hint U was a labor 
of hourn and of the most Incredible dif- 
ficulty for tho steamer on which ho wns 
a pasftonxvr to make tho Iwclvo miles 
between tho entrance of tho channel 
nnd tho city. Tho bonl lhal brought 
the pilot s.illed ahead nnd exchanged

Tho Russian was 
determined to uco for himself whether 
or not his Japanese steamer friends had 
misled him.. : 


Ho saw nothing suspicious looking 


exccpl a preponderance of marines. An- 
olher rather suggestive feature that at- 
Iruclcd his altenllon«wns tho number 
of signs In all public places forbidding 
tho uso of tho camera. Ho discovered 
that tho placo was provided with Im- 
mcnso dry docks, a great arsenal and n, 
school for naval gunnery; but, scan tho 
landscape as ho would, ho could locato 
no fortifications.

Tho 
slraleglcal value of Iho slltmllon was 
recognized by Iho Japanese general 
staff twnnly years ngo, whon It was 
but a nqufdld nulling village, nnd Iho 
mikado's government at onco act to 
worLlodovclop.lt.

rounding Yokosuka had been mined foe 
Iron nnd coppor.

At 
Gibraltar tho moutliu ot threatening , 
cannons aro plainly visible, but at Yo- 
kosuka nothing hoHllIo can bo seen.

version Inlo what In probably tho most 
Impregnable fortress In tho world Yo- 
kosuka has posed as Yokohama's most 
popular suburb. It tha citizens ot that 
great city havo been even remotely cog- 
nizant ot what has been going on they 
havo been careful not to appear wise. 
It-Is a fact that no foreigner lias over 
seen the Interior of these fortified mines 
and that all tho work of making them 
Impregnable has boon dono by natlvo" 
engineers and workmen.
